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4. OPERATIVE PARA 6 IS CHANGED FROM "CONVEYS ITS DESIRE" 
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TO "EXPRESSES THE DESIRE ", AND IN LIEU OF FAVORABLY

INSTITUTIONS "... WILL ACT FAVORABLY" ON GOG ASSISTANCE
